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PREFACE. 

The  Criminal  Statistics  of  Canada  are  collected,  compiled  and  published 
under  authority  of  the  Act  respecting  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  8-9 
George  V,  Chapter  43. 

The  Introductory  abstract  of  the  present  report  has  been  written  by  Mr. 
Reginald  E.  Watts,  Statistician,  and  the  tables  were  compiled  by  Messrs.  A. 
Bourret  and  O.  Gravelle.  No  new  tables  have  been  introduced.  Tables  XIII 
and  XIV,  which  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  the  report  of  1918,  are  repeated 
as  they  show  a  recapitulation  of  all  classes  of  crime  and  sentences  from  the 
date  of  the  first  report,  1876,  to  the  present  time.

INTRODUCTION. 

Before  dealing  -with  the  figures  shovm  in  the  accompanying  tables  it  will 
be  of  interest  to  take  a  brief  retrospective  glance  at  the  trend  of  crime  during 
the  period  in  which  these  statistics  have  been  pubHshed  in  Canada,  viz.,  since 
1876.  Table  XIII  shows  the  number,  ratio  to  population  and  percentage  of 
convictions  of  offences  grouped  into  several  classes  from  1876  to  1919.  This 
table  has  been  classified  by  offences  not  taking  into  consideration  the  method 
of  court  procedure,  nor  the  technical  distinction  between  "indictable"  and 
''non-indictable"  offences. 

Taking  convictions  for  all  offences  there  was  a  very  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  and  in  the  ratio  of  population  from  1876  down  to  the  opening 
year  of  the  war.  During  this  period  of  thirtj--nine  years  the  number  of  con- 
victions rose  from  28,215,  or  714  per  100,000  of  the  population  to  183,035,  or 
2,369  per  100,000  population,  which  is  an  increase  of  548  per  cent  in  actual 
number,  but,  what  is  more  remarkable,  the  ratio  to  population  increased  232 
per  cent.  It  is  further  remarkable  that  this  increase  did  not  set  in  till  the 
closing  years  of  the  last  century,  after  which  the  figures  went  up  rapidly  till  the 
breaking  out  of  the  war,  which  seemed  to  make  the  people  realize  that  aU 
efforts  must  be  concentrated  upon  the  suppression  of  the  criminals  beyond  our 
shores.  All  in  common  were,  for  the  time  raised  above  petty  self  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  common  cause,  for  criminahty  was  abated  and  began  immediately 
to  decline.  The  absent  population  overseas  was  but  5  per  cent  of  the  total,  yet 
by  1917  a  diminution  of  38  per  cent  in  comnctions  is  shown,  these  declining  from 
2,369  to  1,363  per  100,000  population.  Then  in  1918  when  the  mental  strain 
was  being  relieved  by  the  foreshadowed  successful  ending  of  the  struggle,  an 
increase  in  con\'ictions  again  took  place,  the  last  two  annual  reports  showing 
a  progress  almost  as  rapid  as  that  just  before  the  war. 

The  increase  in  convictions  was  not  equally  great  in  aU  parts  of  the  country. 
In  the  pro'vinces,  including  and  west  of  ]VIanitoba,  the  increase  during  the  period 
1900-14  was  804,  and  in  the  eastern  pro\ances  but  229  per  cent.  The  increase 
in  population  for  the  same  period  was.  West  235,  and  East  28  per  cent.  When 
the  decrease  in  offences  set  in  the  West  dropped  more  rapidly  than  the  East. 
In  1916  the  West  had  reduced  its  convictions  by  58  per  cent,  whereas  in  the 
East  the  decline  was  but  24  per  cent,  but  this  decrease  in  the  West  is  partially 
due  to  the  receipt  of  incomplete  returns  from  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  since 
the  termination  in  1916  of  the  services  of  the  Royal  North  West  Mounted  PoUce 
in  these  pro\'inces.  The  monthly  reports  of  Criminal  Statistics  from  that  body 
were  very  much  more  complete  than  those  received  through  the  civil  court 
oflacials.  As  an  offset  to  that,  the  increase  in  the  last  two  years  has  been  greater 
in  the  East  than  in  the  West,  being  13  ■  5  and  9  per  cent  respectively. 

With  respect  to  origins  of  persons  convicted  of  indictable  offences,  calcula- 
tions reveal  the  following:  According  to  the  Census  of  1911,  the  Canadian  bom 
were  78  per  cent  of  the  population,  whereas  the  convictions  of  Canadian  born 
show  an  average  of  only  59  per  cent  for  the  last  ten  j'ears.  Other  British  born 
in  Canada  amounted  to  11  per  cent,  and  the  convictions  to  15-5  per  cent.  Foreign 
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born  made  up  11  per  cent  and  convictions  25-5  per  cent.  In  the  figures  relating 
to  convictions  by  birth  places  the  number  of  "not  given"  are  relatively 
apportioned. 

In  studying  the  trend  of  crime  it  is  of  particular  moment  to  observe  in  what 
class  of  offences  the  increase  is  most  marked,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that 
with  respect  to  criminal  cases  proper  the  increase  has  been  very  slight.  It  is 
the  minor  class  of  offences  that  shows  the  greater  increase. 

Making  use  of  ratios,  the  more  accurate  method  of  illustrating  the  subject, 
it  is  seen  (Table  XIII)  that  offences  against  the  person  have  decreased  almost 
steadily  from  1876,  when  that  class  of  crime  was  17-6  per  cent  of  the  whole 
number  of  convictions  and  125  per  100,000  of  the  population,  to  1919  when  the 
figures  were  6-0  per  cent  and  88  per  100,000  population.  Offences  against 
property  and  other  felonies  of  a  criminal  nature  show  an  increase  of  from  11-3 
per  cent  in  1876  to  12  •  1  per  cent  in  1919,  and  from  81  to  178  per  100,000  popula- 
tion.   The  criminal  cases  as  a  whole  decreased  from  28-9  to  18- 1  per  cent. 

Of  the  minor  offences  the  principal  increase  is  in  offences  against  Municipal 
Acts  and  by-laws,  which,  during  that  period,  rose  from  3-0  to  30-5  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  of  convictions. 

Breaches  of  liquor  laws  show  but  little  variation  averaging  between  five 
and  six  per  cent  of  the  total  convictions,  but  the  ratio  increased  from  38  to  84 
per  100,000  population.  Drunkenness  remained  at  a  fairly  constant  figure, 
varjang  from  24  to  39  per  cent  until  the  last  two  years  when  it  dropped  to  17  - 1 
and  18-6  per  cent.  Vagrancy  and  disorderly  conduct  varied  little  until  just 
before  the  pre-war  period,  when  the  convictions  for  these  offences  nearly  doubled 
only  to  diminish  again  with  the  general  decline.  Con\'ictions  for 
bawdy  house-keeping '  and  inmates  thereof  increased  with  certain  variations 
from  1-9  to  4-3  per  cent  and  from  13  to  63  per  100,000  population.  Other 
minor  offences  in  the  main  have  increased  a  little.  All  the  minor  offences  com- 
bined have  increased  from  71-1  to  81-9  per  cent  of  the  toal  convictions,  and 
from  508  to  1,206  per  100,000  population  during  the  whole  period,  reaching  a 
higher  figure  during  the  high  water  period  of  1913-14. 

"With  regard  to  sentences  the  figures  show  a  general  tendency  to  greater 
leniency.  Supsended  sentences  and  those  bound  over  to  keep  the  peace  have 
gradually  increased  from  1-6  per  cent  of  the  whole  during  the  forty-four  years 
to  over  17  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  terms  of  imprisonment  in  gaols  and 
penitentiaries  have  decreased,  whereas  options  of  fine  have  varied  only  shghtly. 

The  tables  of  this  report  are  similar  to  those  of  former  years  embracing 
the  two  main  divisions,  indictable  offences  and  summary  comactions  of  non- 
indictable offences. 

PART  I.    INDICTABLE  OFFENCES. 

These  are  di\4ded  into  six  classes:  Class  I,  offences  against  the  person; 
Class  II,  offences  against  property  with  violence;  Class  III,  offences  against 
property  without  violence;  Class  IV,  malicious  offences  again.st  property; 
Class  V,  forgery  and  other  offences  against  currency;  Class  VI,  other  offences 
not  included  in  the  preceding.  The  cases  included  in  tliese  classes  were  tried 
before  the  Courts  of  Assizes,  King's  Bench  Supreme  Court,  and  general  sessions, 
according  to  the  procedure  in  the  different  provinces;  under  the  Acts  respecting 
speedy  trials,  and  under  the  Summary  Trial's  Act  by  police  and  other  magis- 
trates. 

The  number  of  persons  who  were  brought  to  trial  before  the  Superior 
Criminal  Courts  during  the  year  ended  September  30,  1919,  was  1,155  as  against 
1,062  in  1918.    Those  who  elected  a  speedy  trial  numbered  4,488  in  1919,  and 
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3,795  in  1918.  All  others  to  the  number  of  17,378  in  1919,  were  tried  before 
magistrates'  courts  under  the  Summary  Trial's  Act.  For  1918  the  figures  were 
16,890.  The  total  number  of  indictable  offences  tried  was  21,747  for  1918  and 
23,021  for  1919.   An  increase  of  1,274  over  1918. 

The  percentage  of  persons  tried  by  jury  has  been  on  the  whole  gradually 
diminishing  over  a  series  of  years.  In  1891  the  percentage  of  jury  trials  was 
13,  in  1900  it  was  11,  in  1910  it  had  dropped  to  7,  and  in  1919  to  5  per  cent. 
Speedy  and  summary  trials  correspondingly  increased. 

The  convictions  for  indictable  offences  in  1919  numbered  18,396,  or  1,026 
more  than  in  1918.  The  percentages  of  acquittals  to  charges  were:  1919,  20-09 
per  cent;  1918,  20-13  per  cent;  and  1917,  20-02  per  cent.  During  the  last  ten 
years  the  percentage  of  acquittals  has  decreased  from  25  to  20,  which  probably 
indicates  greater  care  in  investigating  and  laying  charges. 

In  1919,  there  were  4,564  acquittals,  10  cases  in  which  "no  Bill"  was  found 
by  the  grand  jury,  11  cases  in  which  the  jury  failed  to  agree  upon  a  verdict, 
7  cases  of  nolle  prosequi  or  stay  of  proceedings,  and  33  cases  of  detention  for 
lunacy.   In  making  computations  these  are  grouped  with  acquittals. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  charges,  convictions  and  acquittals, 
and  the  percentages  of  acquittals  by  provinces: —

This  table  shows  that  the  order  in  which  the  provinces  stand  with  respect 
to  the  ratio  of  convictions  to  charges  is  thus:  Prince  Edward  Island  with  3-12 
per  cent  of  acquittals;  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Yukon,  Quebec  and  Ontario, 
with  acquittals  ranging  from  14-39  to  18-96  per  cent;  and  New  Brunswick, 
British  Columbia,  Nova  Scotia  and  Alberta,  ranging  from  23-80  to  29-73 
per  cent. 

With  regard  to  criminality  by  provinces  a  computation  of  ratios  for  a  period 
of  five  years  reveals  that  Ontario  stands  highest  with  an  average  of  297  per 
100,000  population,  and  Alberta  second  with  272.  The  latter  province  in  1915 
showed  the  largest  ratio  of  any  province  in  any  year  with  464.  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  New  Brunswick  stand  in  the  best  position  with  an  average  of  but 
26  and  86  respectively,  with  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec  next  with  143  and  160. 
The  ratio  for  the  whole  of  Canada  decreased  from  260  per  100,000  population 
in  1915  to  189  in  1917,  rising  to  214  the  next  year  and  dropping  again  to  208 
in  1919. 
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The  following  table  shows  bj'  provinces  the  ratio  per  100,000  population 
of  convictions  of  indictable  offences  for  five  years  1916-19.

According  to  urban  and  rural  population  the  returns  for  1919  show  that 
16,305  persons  convicted  of  indictable  offences  represented  themselves  as 
residing  in  cities  and  towns,  and  2,051  as  living  in  rural  districts.  In  40  cases 
the  residence  was  not  given.  The  population  of  cities  and  towns  of  over  1,000 
as  given  by  the  191 1  census  was  3,009,896  or  41  •  8  per  cent  of  the  total  population. 
The  urban  criminality,  according  to  the  figures  above,  for  1919  is  88  per  cent. 
The  increase  in  urban  population  since  1911  would  probably  reduce  the  difference 
slightly,  but  the  figures  show  the  cities  and  towns  to  be  responsible  for  by  far 
the  greater  percentage  of  detected  crime. 

By  occupations  the  returns  show  that  convictions  for  criminal  offences 
among  the  agricultural  class,  which  includes  also  miners,  fishermen  and  lumber- 
men, decreased  from  1,152  in  1918  to  966  in  1919,  a  decrease  of  186,  equal  to 
6-6  per  cent  of  the  whole  body  of  convictions  for  1918^ — compared  with  5-6 
iper  cent  in  1919.  Among  the  transportation  and  commercial  class  they  increased 
from  1813  to  1963,  being  10-4  and  10-7  per  cent  of  the  total  convictions  for  the 
years  1918  and  1919.  Among  the  domestic  class  thej-  decreased  from  1,866  or 
10-7  per  cent  to  1,608  or  8-8  per  cent  of  total  convictions.  Among  the  industrial 
class  they  increased  from  1,214  or  7-0  per  cent  to  1,424  or  7-7  per  cent.  In  the 
professional  class  convictions  decreased  from  359  or  2-0  per  cent  to  315  or  1-7 
per  cent.  Among  the  labouring  class  they  increased  from  4,403  or  25-4  per  cent 
to  5,232  or  28-4  per  cent.  Those  without  occupations  and  whose  occupations 
were  not  recorded  made  up  27  per  cent  of  total  convictions  for  both  years. 

With  regard  to  sex  the  returns  show  that  of  total  convictions  during  1919 
those  of  males  were  16,161,  against  14,871  in  1918,  an  increase  of  1,290;  and  those 
of  females,  2,235,  against  2,499  in  1918,  a  decrease  of  264.

Adding  bawdy  house-keepers  and  inmates  thereof  that  were  transferred 
from  the  summary  convictions  to  the  indictable  offences  in  accordance  with 
changes  in  the  criminal  code  in  1916,  the  figures  for  the  last  four  years  would  be 
19-17,  15-89,  14-39  and  12-15  per  cent  instead  of  those  shown  above. 

With  respect  to  birth  places,  the  returns  have  been  fairly  uniform  for  a 
number  of  years.  In  1919  those  of  Canadian  birth  contributed  55-21  per  cent 
of  the  total  convictions  of  indictable  offences.  Those  born  in  England  were 
7-22,  in  Ireland  1-55,  in  Scotland  2-07,  in  other  British  Possessions  0-50,  in 
United  States  5-38  and  in  other  foreign  countries  15-11  per  cent.  Taking  the 
ten  years  period  ending  1919,  there  was  an  increase  in  crime  till  1914,  then  a, 
decrease  set  in  till  1918,  then  an  increase  again.  The  return  by  birth  places  is 
shown  in  the  following  table: —

A  study  of  the  last  two  columns  shows  that  the  percentage  of  convictions 
is  less  than  the  percentage  of  population  with  respect  to  all  the  specified  denomina- 
tions; but  in  the  case  of  "other  denominations"  and  the  "not  specified"  the 
percentage  of  con^^ctions  is  greater  than  that  of  population,  which  indicates 
that  the  standard  of  morals  is  lower  among  the  class  who  have  no  religious 
connection. 

The  returns  of  the  educational  status  of  those  convicted  of  indictable 
offences  show  that  in  1918  there  were  14,234  of  elementary  or  better  education, 
1,084  illiterates,  and  in  1919  there  were  14,690  and  843  respectively,  an  increase 
of  456  among  the  educated  and  a  decrease  of  281  among  the  uneducated.

The  figures  show  that  the  moderate  drinkers,  though  varying  their  habits 
from  time  to  time,  have  not  changed  much  in  the  main.  The  immoderate 
drinking  class  has  decreased  from  40  per  cent  of  the  total  convictions  to  under 
7  per  cent  during  the  period,  whereas  the  moderate  and  unknown  classes  have 
varied  considerably,  sho'nnng  an  increase.  The  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from 
the  foregoing  calculations  as  shown  are  that  inebriety  has  little  or  no  influence 
over  criminahty,  that  by  far  the  greatest  percentage  of  crime  is  committed  by 
the  moderate  or  non  drinking  class,  or  else  the  psychologj'  of  man  is  changing 
and  fewer  persons  have  the  moral  courage  to  own  up  to  over  indulgence. 

First  time  criminals  formed  82-2  per  cent  of  the  conA-ictions  in  1919. 
Those  convicted  a  second  time  were  8-9  per  cent  and  recidivists — those 
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convicted  several  times — were  also  8-9  per  cent  of  the  total  con\nctions.  The 
figures  for  1918  were  almost  the  same,  viz.,  82-4, 8-9  and  8-7  per  cent  respectively. 

With  respect  to  conjugal  condition,  the  greater  percentage  of  crime  has 
always  been  committed  by  the  single  portion  of  the  population,  the  figures  for 
1919  being:  single  60-2,  married  24-3  and  widowed  1-7  per  cent  of  the  con- 
victions. For  1918  the  figures  stood:  single  59-5,  married  25-7  and  widowed 
1  •  5  per  cent.  These  ratios  are  only  very  slightly  different  from  those  of  twenty 
and  thirty  years  ago. 

Juvenile  Delinquency. 

In  analyzing  this  phase  of  the  subject  a  serious  condition  is  revealed,  one 
which  requires  more  than  a  cursory  glance.  The  returns  for  the  last  three  years 
show  that  more  than  20  per  cent  of  the  indictable  crimes  have  been  committed 
by  children  under  16  years  of  age.  Looking  back  the  records  show  for  the  period 
1884  to  1891  the  average  was  1.3-64  per  cent,  and  in  1899  it  was  16-38  per  cent.

The  increase  of  boy  criminals  as  shown  above  has  been  almost  300  per  cent 
in  the  past  20  years.  The  greatest  advance  in  the  figures  is  shown  to  be  from 
1914  to  1919,  during  which  time  the  growth  has  been  from  11-9  to  20-3  per  cent' 
of  all  convictions. 

The  crimes  of  which  the  3,876  juveniles  of  under  16  years  of  age  were  con- 
victed in  1919  are  shown  thus.

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The  crime  of  stealing,  whether  it  be  under  the  classification  of  burglarj', 
robbery  or  common  larceny,  is  shown  to  be  by  far  the  most  prevalent,  being 
92  per  cent  of  all  the  convictions.  Stealing  is  the  most  natural  offence  for  a 
youth  to  commit.  The  innate  desire  of  the  child  before  it  has  attained  any 
other  faculty  is  to  grasp  something  and  hold  it.  This  desire  is  more  often 
indulged  than  curbed  and  thus  that  trait  of  character  is  developed  to  a  greater 
degree  than  that  of  judgment.  What  other  result  can  be  expected  than  that  the 
uncontrolled  habit  should  produce  the  thief?  In  the  reports  of  1901-2  and  3, 
when  the  gro'wth  of  juvenile  crime  was  quite  marked,  the  attention  of  the  Press, 
judges  and  juries,  preachers,  teachers  and  parents  was  drawn  to  the  matter  and 
they  were  urged  to  study  the  facts  carefully  with  a  \'iew  to  take  intelhgent  action 
to  diminish  the  e\'il.   The  same  warning  applies  now  with  even  greater  force. 

The  sentences  imposed  upon  juvenile  offenders  in  1919  were:  option  of  a 
fine,  254;  to  under  one  year  in  jail,  21;  to  various  terms  in  penitentiaries,  7 
(1,  fifteen  years  for  manslaughter;  1,  five  years  for  aggravated  assault;  1,  three 
years  for  sodomy;  2,  four  years  for  theft;  2,  two  years  for  burglary);  to  reform- 
atories for  various  periods  541,  and  to  be  whipped  16.  The  remainder,  3,036  in 
number,  were  let  off  with  a  warning,  bound  to  keep  the  peace  or  had  their 
sentences  suspended.  By  rehgion  1,738  were  returned  as  Roman  Catholics 
and  2,138,  Protestants  of  different  denominations. 

Of  the  3,876  juveniles  convicted  of  indictable  offences  in  1919,  2,711  were 
dealt  with  in  juvenile  courts  in  the  following  cities:  Montreal,  863;  Toronto,  989; 
Winnipeg,  457;  Vancouver,  131;  Ottawa,  120;  Halifax,  65;  Victoria,  31; 
Brandon,  36;  Brantford,  19. 

In  addition  to  the  indictable  offences  hitherto  discussed  there  were  almost 
an  equal  number  of  youths  com-icted  of  minor  offences  by  the  Juvenile  Courts 
in  the  cities  above  mentioned.   These  are  shown  below.

The  outstanding  point  in  the  above  table  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
murder,  attempted  murder  and  manslaughter  cases.  The  number  of  murders 
for  1919  is  the  second  highest  record  since  the  first  publication  of  these  statistics, 
there  being  79  charges  and  28  convictions,  while  1915  was  the  peak  year  in  this 
regard  -with  86  charges  and  34  convictions.  The  average  number  of  con\-ictions 
of  murder  for  the  last  fortj'-four  years  is  12,  1906  being  the  banner  year  ^\ath 
only  2  convictions.  The  increase  of  convictions  for  offences  against  the  person 
in  1919  over  1918  is  a  trifle  over  3  per  cent.

Although  the  figures  in  this  class,  as  a  whole,  show  a  diminution  during  the 
year,  yet  there  are  two  items  that  show  notable  increases,  viz.,  offences  against 
pubhc  morals  and  revenue  laws.  The  charges  in  the  former  case  increased  61 
and  the  convictions  30  per  cent.  In  the  latter  case  the  increase  is  over  one 
thousand  per  cent  in  both  charges  and  convictions.  This  may  be  explained  as 
the  result  of  the  prohibition  laws  lately  enacted;  since  illicit  stills  are  being 
ferreted  out  by  the  dozen,  whereas,  formerly  it  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to 
illegal  methods  in  order  to  satisfy  the  desire  for  stimulants.  In  all  but  one 
item — forcible  entry — decreases  are  sho^vn. 

Sentences. 

Of  the  18,396  persons  convicted  of  indictable  offences  in  1919,  5,053  were 
given  the  option  of  a  fine,  a  decrease  of  53  from  the  1918  figures;  4,376  were  sent 
to  the  common  gaols  for  terms  of  imprisonment  under  two  years,  a  decrease 
of  309;  978  were  sentenced  to  penitentiary  terms  of  two  to  five  years,  this  figure 
being  an  increase  of  277  over  that  of  1918;  229  to  terms  of  five  years  and  over, 
an  increase  of  44;  7  to  life  imprisonment  as  against  4  for  1918;  678  to  reformatory 
schools,  the  same  number  as  last  year;  28  death  sentences  were  passed  in  1919, 
being  8  more  than  in  1918,  and  7,047  persons  had  their  sentences  suspended  or 
were  bound  over  to  good  behaviour,  which  number  exceeded  that  of  the  previous 
year  by  438. 

One  man  under  sentence  of  death  committed  suicide  before  the  date  set 
for  his  execution.  In  one  case  of  manslaughter  where  the  sentence  was  suspended 
a  new  trial  was  ordered  by  the  Court  of  Appeal.  In  26  cases  corporal  punish- 
ment was  administered  with  the  lash;  2  for  rape,  2  for  carnal  knowledge,  1  for 
incest,  1  for  indecent  assault,  1  for  assault  on  females,  1  for  carrying  unla\s^ul 
weapons,  and  16  for  theft.  In  some  cases  this  whipping  was  in  addition  to  a 
term  of  imprisonment.  Eight  criminals  were  deported  and  in  two  cases  deporta- 
tion was  pending  when  the  returns  were  forwarded. 
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PART  II.— SUMMARY  CONVICTIONS. 

The  second  di\'ision  of  offences  consists  of  cases  disposed  of  Police  b.y  Magis- 
trates or  other  Justices  of  the  Peace  under  the  Summary  Conviction's  Act,  and 
includes  offences  against  the  various  Provincial  and  Municipal  Acts  and  Bj^-laws, 
breaches  of  the  peace,  common  assaults,  threatening  and  insulting  language, 
offences  against  the  liquor  laws,  drunkenness,  vagrancy,  etc. 

This  class  of  offences,  as  was  previously  mentioned,  is  steadily  increasing; 
the  number  of  convictions  in  1919  was  111,623  as  against  105,899  in  1918  and 
98,452  in  1917,  an  increase  of  5-4  per  cent  over  1918,  which  latter  year  shows 
an  increase  of  7-56  per  cent  over  1917.  Of  these  the  female  offenders  numbered 
8,300  or  7-43  per  cent.  In  1918  the  percentage  of  female  offenders  was  7-37 
and  7-05  in  1917,  thus  showing  a  slight  increase  from  year  to  year.

With  respect  to  totals  and  males  these  figures  show  that  Ontario  is  the  only 
provnnce  of  Eastern  Canada  in  which  there  was  a  decrease.  In  the  West, 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  Yukon  show  decreases.  All  the  other  pro'vinces 
show  increases.  Summary  convictions  of  females  increased  in  every  pro\'ince 
excepting  Manitoba  and  in  the  Yukon,  the  latter  place  returning  no  convictions 
of  females  for  1919.

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In  1919  broaches  of  Municipal  Acts  and  by-laws  constitutetl  35  o  ])('r  cent 
of  the  total  summary  convictions,  and  of  these  54  per  cent  or  22-7  ])er  cent  of 
all  the  convictions  were  offences  relating  to  highways.  This  latter  class  has  in 
the  last  twenty  years  increased  more  rapidly  than  any  other  offence.  In  1901 
there  were  but  185  convictions  for  not  obser\  ing  the  regulations  regarding  street 
traffic.  By  1911  the  number  of  convictions  reached  5,777  and  in  1919  had 
grown  to  25,296.  The  advent  of  the  motor  vehicle  is  the  principal  cause  of  this 
increased  activity  in  the  Police  Courts. 

Although  drunkenness  was  on  the  decline  between  1913  and  1918  the  figures 
above  show  an  increase  of  3,191  or  15-2  per  cent  in  convictions  for  1919  over  the 
previous  year.  In  1919  offences  relating  to  the  liquor  trf.ffic  are  practically  the 
same  as  for  1918,  being  but  89  less.  In  this  connection  it  will  be  interesting  to 
study  comparative  figures  over  a  period  of  years,  relating  to  fines  imposed  and 
breaches  of  the  laws  against  trafficking  in  and  drinking  liquor.

These  figures  speak  eloquently  as  to  the  high  cost  of  drinking  in  1919 
compared  with  the  other  two  years  given. 

The  man  in  the  street  might  be  inclined  to  ask,  "Has  Prohibition  obtained 
its  objective?" 

The  answer  is  that  in  1897  for  both  classes  of  offences  11,376  persons  paid 
$121,618  in  cash  or  served  time  in  jail  equivalent  to  -SI  1,305  as  penalties  for 
their  misbehaviour;  in  1905  22,508  persons  paid  S167,626  in  fines  and  served 
time  for  .S46,247  in  unpaid  fines,  whereas  in  1919  the  figures  stood  at  29,054 
persons,  $1,117,123  and  .$287,758  respectively.  The  average  fine  for  each 
person  showed  an  increase,  from  1897  to  1919,  of  from  $51.36  to  §166.52  for 
iquor  laws  and  from  $3.25  to  $10.33  for  drunkenness. 

Comparative  tables  for  1918  and  1919  for  non-indictable  offences  are  shown 
in  Table  V  of  the  report  on  pages  236  to  246. 

Methods  of  Trial  for  Indictable  Offences. 

The  number  of  persons  proceeded  against  by  the  various  courts  for  indict- 
able offences  in  1919  was:  tried  by  jury,  1,155  or  5-0  per  cent  of  the  Avhole,  of 
whom  654  or  56-6  per  cent  were  convicted:  tried  by  judge  without  a  jury 
(speedy  trial),  4,488  or  19-5  per  cent  of  the  whole,  of  whom  3,113  or  69-4  per 
cent  were  convicted;  tried  under  the  Summary  Trial's  Act,  17,378  or  75  •  5  of  the 
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whole,  of  whom  14,629  or  84-2  per  cent  were  convicted.  The  figures  for  1918 
were:  tried  by  jury,  1,062  or  4-9  per  cent  of  the  whole  of  which  the  convicted 
were  565  or  53-2  per  cent;  speedy  trials,  3,795  or  17-4  per  cent  of  the  whole 
of  which  the  convicted  were  2,618  or  68-9  per  cent;  under  the  Summary  Trial's 
Act,  16,890  or  77-7  per  cent  of  the  whole,  of  which  the  con\'icted  were  14,187 
or  84  0  per  cent.

The  foregoing  statement  shows  that  the  percentage  of  jury  trials,  though 
varying  from  year  to  year,  has  gradually  decreased  from  an  average  of  a  little 
over  eight  per  cent  for  the  first  three  years  to  under  five  per  cent  for  the  last 
three  years.  The  percentages  of  convictions  of  jury  and  non-jury  case  are 
notable,  ina.smuch  as  they  show  that  the  juries  fail  to  secure  as  high  a  ratio'of 
convictions  as  do  the  judges  sitting  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury.  The 
averages  for  the  period  are:  convictions  of  persons  tried  by  jurj-,  59-4  per  cent, 
,and  without  a  jurj'^,  76-8  per  cent. 

PARDONS  AND  CO^IMUTATIONS. 

The  number  of  cases  in  which  the  prerogative  of  mercy  was  exercised  in  - 
1919  was  1,453,  an  increase  of  297  over  1918.  Of  the  persons  thus  affected 
356  were  granted  unconditional  pardon.  840  were  released  under  ticket  of  leave, 
284  of  whom  had  other  specified -conditions  imposed.  Fines  were  remitted  in 
168  cases.  The  terms  of  imprisonment  were  reduced  in  two  cases,  and  in  two 
cases  lashes  were  remitted. 

Of  the  prisoners  released,  485  were  from  penitentiaries,  356  from  reforma- 
tories and  461  from  common  gaols.  Those  not  imprisoned  whose  fines  were 
remitted  amounted  to  151.  By  sexes  the  division  is  1,374  males  and  79  females. 
There  were  39  cases  in  which  unconditional  pardon  was  granted  to  ticket-of- 
leave  men,  being  eight  more  than  the  previous  year.  Death  sentences  were 
commuted  to  life  imprisonment  in  six  cases  of  males  and  to  a  term  of  twelve 
years  in  the  case  of  one  female.

INTRODUCTION 

Avant  d'aborder  I'examen  des  chiffres  present^s  dans  les  tableaux  qui  vont 
suivre,  il  convient  de  jeter  un  coup  d'ceil  retrospectif  sur  les  tendances  de  la 
criminalite  au  cours  de  la  periode  qui  commence  en  1876,  date  du  debut  de  ces 
informations. 

Le  tableau  XIII  indique  le  nombre,  le  pourcentage  per  capita  et  la  propor- 
tion relative  des  condamnations  prononcees,  par  categories  de  delits,  depuis 
1876  jusqu'a  1919.  Dans  ce  tableau  on  a  groupe  les  delits  de  meme  nature, 
independamment  de  la  procedure  criminelle  qui  a  ete  suivie,  et  sans  6tablir 
de  distinction  entre  les  delits  criminels  ou  justiciables  d'un  jury  et  les  petits 
delits  ou  condamnations  sommaires. 

En  considerant  I'ensemble  des  delits,  on  constate  une  augmentation  tres 
considerable  de  leur  nombre  et  de  leur  pourcentage  per  capita,  entre  1876  et  le 
commencement  de  la  guerre.  Durant  cette  periode  de  trente-neuf  ans,  le  nombre 
des  condamnations  s'est  eleve  de  28,215,  ou  71-1  par  100,000  habitants,  a  183,035 
ou  2,359  par  100,000  habitants,  soit  une  augmentation  de  548  pour  cent  de  leur 
nombre;  mais,  detail  plus  frappant,  la  proportion  per  capita  a  atteint  232  pour 
cent.  II  est  a  remarquer  que  cet  accroissement  n'a  commence  a  se  manifester 
que  pendant  les  dernieres  annees  du  siecle  passe,  apres  quoi  les  chiffres  monterent 
rapidement  jusqu'au  debut  de  la  guerre,  epoque  a  laquelle  la  population  semble 
avoir  concentre  tous  ses  efforts  sur  la  suppression  des  criminels  vivant  hors  de 
notre  paj's.  Absorbee  par  la  grande  tache  a  accomplir  dans  I'int^ret  de  la  civi- 
lisation, la  population  vit  s'elever  le  niveau  de  sa  moralite,  si  bien  que  la  crimi- 
nalite commen^a  immediatement  a  declincr.  Des  1917,  quoique  5  pour  cent 
seulement  du  total  de  la  population  fut  alors  outre-mer,  les  condamnations 
baisserent  de  38  pour  cent,  c'est-a-dire  qu'elles  declinerent  de  2,369  a  1,363  par 
100,000  habitants.  Puis  en  1918,  lorsque  la  tension  mentale  commen^a  a  dispa- 
raitre  pour  faire  place  a  la  certitude  d'une.  \'ictoire  prochaine,  le  nombre  des 
condamnations  augmenta  de  nouveau,  les  deu.x  derniere  rapports  annuels  indi- 
quant  une  progression  presque  aussi  rapide  qu'avant  la  guerre. 

L'augmentation  de  la  criminalite  ne  se  produisit  pas  d'une  maniere  egale 
dans  toutes  les  parties  du  paj's.  Dans  les  provinces  de  I'ouest,  a  partir  du 
Manitoba  et  y  compris  cette  province,  I'accroissement  pendant  la  periode  1900-14 
atteignit  804  pour  cent,  tandis  que  dans  les  provinces  de  Test,  elle  se  limitait  k 
229  pour  cent.  Pendant  la  meme  periode,  la  population  de  I'ouest  a  augmente 
de  235  pour  cent  et  celle  de  Test  de  28  pour  cent.  Lorsque  la  criminalite  com- 
menga  a  decliner,  les  progres  realises  furent  plus  rapides  dans  I'ouest  que  dans 
I'est.  En  1916  on  signalait  deja  une  diminution  de  58  pour  cent  des  condam- 
nations prononcees  dans  I'ouest  tandis  que  dans  Test  le  flechissement  ne  depas- 
sait  pas  24  pour  cent;  mais  cette  diminution  dans  I'ouest  est  attribuable  partielle- 
ment  aux  rapports  incomplets  provenant  de  la  Saskatchewan  et  de  I'Alberta, 
causes  par  la  suppression,  en  1916,  des  services  de  la  Police  Montee  du  Nord- 
Ouest  dans  ces  pro^■inces.  Les  rapports  mensuels  sur  la  criminalite  emanant  de 
ce  corps  etaient  beaucoup  plus  complets  que  ceux  re^us  par  la  suite  des  fonction- 
naires  des  tribunaux  civils.  Par  contre,  pendant  les  deux  dernieres  annees  on 
constate  une  augmentation  plus  grande  dans  I'est  que  dans  i'ouest,  les  chiffres 
etant  13 . 5  et  9  pour  cent,  respectivement. 
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All  point  lio  vue  dc  i'oiigiiie  dcs  condainiu's  ])our  crimes  ct  dolits  graves, 
I'analyse  du  rapport  revcle  ce  qui  suit:  d'apres  le  recenscment  de  1911,  la  popu- 
lation n6o  au  Canada  rcpresentait  7S  p.c.  du  total,  tandis  que  les  condamnations 
pronoucees  eontre  la  population  ahorigcne,  ])entlant  les  dix  dernieres  ann(!'>es, 
ne  forment  que  59  pour  cent  du  total.  Les  autres  sujets  hritannifiues  nes  au 
Canada  constituaient  11  pour  cent  du  total  et  les  condamnations  <(ui  les  out 
frappes,  s'elevent  i\  15. 5. pour  cent.  La  population  nee  a  I'etranger,  dont  le 
chiffre  ne  ddpasse  pas  1 1  pour  cent,  absorl)c  25 . 5  pour  cent  des  condamnations. 
Dans  les  chiffres  relatifs  au.\  condamnations  par  lieu  de  naissance,  le  nombre 
des  mentions  "inconnu"  est  relativement  proportionne. 

En  constatant  les  fluctuations  de  la  criminalite,  il  est  du  plus  haut  int^r^t 
d'etablir  dans  ciuelle  categoric  de  crimes  ou  delits  I'augmentation  est  le  plus 
marquee;  a  cet  ^gard,  il  est  consolant  d'observer  que  I'accroissement  des  crimes 
proprement  dits  a  6te  fort  minime;  ce  sont  les  delits  de  peu  de  gravity  et  les  con- 
traventions qui  presentent  I'accroissement  le  plus  considerable.' 

En  se  servant  de  pourcentages,  m^thode  la  plus  efficace  pour  mettre  un  sujet 
en  lumiere,  on  voit  (tableau  XIII)  que  les  attentats  contre  les  personnes  ont 
diminue  presque  regulierement  depuis  1876  jusqu'en  1919,  puisque  cette  cate- 
goric de  crimes  reprfeentait  17-6  pour  cent  du  total  des  condamnations  et  125 
par  100,000  habitants  et  qu'elle  est  tombee  a  ti  pour  cent  et  a  88  ))ar  100,000 
habitants.  Les  vols  ciualifies,  les  inccndies  et  autres  actes  criminels  sont  niontes 
de  11-3  pour  cent  en  1876  a  12-1  pour  cent  en  1919  et  de  81  a  178  par  100,000 
habitants.  Dans  I'ensemble,  les  causes  criminelles  ont  baiss6  de  28-9  a  18-1 
pour  cent.  En  ce  qui  concerne  les  contraventions,  leur  masse  est  constitute  par 
la  violation  des  reglements  municipaux ;  pendant  cette  periode,  les  contraventions 
de  cette  nature  ont  passe  de  3-0  a  30-5  pour  cent  du  nombre  total  des  condam- 
nations. 

Les  infractions  aux  lois  sur  les  boissons  spiritueuses  n'ont  guere  varie,  leur 
moyenne  demeurant  entre  5  et  6  pour  cent  du  total  des  condamnations,  mais  la 
proportion  per  capita  s'est  elevte  de  38  a  84  par  100,000  habitants.  Les  delits 
d'ivresse  n'ont  pas  connu  de  fluctuation  serieuse;  ils  variaient  tic  24  a  39  pour 
cent,  jusqu'aux  deux  dernieres  annees,  epoque  a  laquelle  ils  tomberent  a  17-1 
■^t  18-6  pour  cent.  Le  vagabondage  et  I'inconduite  sont  demcures 
presque  au  meme  niveau  jusqu'au  commencement  de  la  guerre;  alors  les  condam- 
nations de  cette  nature  ont  presque  double,  puis  elles  suivirent  le  dtclin  general 
-de  I'ensemble  des  condamnations.  Sauf  certaincs  variations,  les  tenanciers  de 
Jiiaisons  de  prostitution  et  les  occupants  de  ces  maisons  ont  ete  I'objet  de  condam- 
nations de  plus  en  plus  nombreuses,  dont  la  proportion  est  passee  de  1  •  9  a  4  •  3 
pour  cent  et  de  13  a  G3  par  100,000  habitants.  Les  autres  delits  de  peu  de 
gravite  ont,  dans  I'ensemble,  subi  une  legcre  augmentation.  Ces  memes  delits 
et  contraventions,  tons  ensemble,  ont  augmente  de  71-1  a  81-9  pour  cent  du 
total  des  condamnations  et  de  508  a  1,206  par  100,000  habitants  pendant  la 
totalite  de  la  periode,  atteignant  leur  chiffre  le  plus  tlevt  au  moment  de  la  maree 
haute  de  la  criminalite,  en  1913-14. 

Au  point  de  vue  des  sentences,  on  constate  une  tendance  gtnerale  vers  une 
plus  grande  indulgence.  Les  prevenus  non  condamnes,  quoicjue  reconnus  cou- 
pables,  et  ceux  definitivement  elargis  sur  promesse  de  bonne  conduite,  appuyee 
par  un  cautionnement,  ont  vu  leur  nombre  s'accroitre  de  1-6  pour  cent  de  la 
totahte  b.  plus  de  17  pour  cent  pendant  cette  periode  de  quarante-quatre  ans. 
D'autre  part,  la  durte  des  peines  d'emprisonnement  et  de  detention  dans  les 
ptnitenciers  a  diminut;  on  constate  peu  de  changement  dans  le  nombre  des 
condamnations  a  la  prison,  avec  option  d'une  amencle.

lis  sont  divises  en  six  categories:  1,  attentats  centre  les  personnes;  2,  delits 
contre  la  propriete,  avec  violence;  3,  delits  contre  la  propriete,  sans  violence; 
4,  dommages  malicieux  a  la  propriete;  5,  faux  et  faux-monnayage;  6.  autres 
delits  non  compris  dans  les  categories  precedentes.  Les  crimes  et  delits  de  ces 
categories  ont  ete  juges  par  les  Cours  d'Assises,  les  Cours  du  Banc  du  Roi,  la 
Cour  Supreme  et  les  Cours  des  Sessions,  selon  la  procedure  criminelle  adoptee 
dans  les  differentes  provinces;  en  vertu  des  lois  sur  les  proces  expeditifs  et  en 
vertu  de  la  loi  sur  les  proces  sommaires,  par  les  magistrats  de  police  et  autres. 

Le  nombre  des  personnes  traduites  devant  les  cours  criminelles  superieures 
pendant  I'annee  terminee  le  30  septembre  1919  s'est  eleve  s\  1,155  au  lieu  de  1,062 
en  1918.  Les  accuses  qui  ont  choisi  un  proces  expeditif,  etaient  au  nombre  de 
4,488  en  1919,  et  3,795  en  1918.  Tons  les  autres,  c'est-a-dire  17,378  en  1919, 
ont  ete  juges  par  les  Cours  des  magistrats.  en  vertu  de  la  loi  sur  les  proces  som- 
maires; en  1918  il  y  en  avait  eu  16,890.  Quant  aux  crimes  et  delits  justiciables 
des  Cours  d'Assises,  le  nombre  des  causes  soumises  a  ces  cours  etait  en  1919,  de 
23,021  au  lieu  de  21,747  en  1918,  soit  une  augmentation  de  1,274. 

Le  pourcentage  des  accuses  juges  par  jury  a  graduellement  diminue  depuis 
une  serie  d'annees.  En  1891  le  pourcentage  des  proces  par  jury  etait  represents 
par  le  chiffre  13,  en  1900  par  le  chiffre  11,  en  1910  il  etait  tombe  a  7  et  en  1919  a 
5  pour  cent.  Les  proces  expeditifs  et  les  proces  sommaires  ont  subi  une  augmen- 
tation correspondante. 

Les  condamnations  pour  crimes  et  delits  graves  en  1919,  ont  atteint 
le  nombre  de  18,396,  soit  1,026  de  plus  ciu'en  1918.  Le  pourcentage  des  acquit- 
tements,  dans  les  memes  causes,  representait  20  09  pour  cent  en  1919,  20  - 13  pour 
cent  en  1918,  20-02  pour  cent  en  1917.  Au  cours  des  dix  dernieres  annees  le 
pourcentage  des  acquittements  est  descendu  de  25  a  20.  ce  qui  indique  probable- 
ment  que  les  enciuetes  ont  ete  plus  approfondies  et  les  accusations  portees  avec 
plus  grand  soin. 

En  I'annee  1919,  on  compte  4,564  acquittements,  10  ''non-lieu"  prononces 
par  le  grand  jury,  11  cas  dans  lesciuels  le  A^erdict  n"a  pu  etre  prononce  a  cause  du 
desaccord  du  jury,  7  cas  de  nolle  prosequi,  ou  suspension  de  poursuites,  et  33  cas 
oil  I'insanite  du  prevenu  fut  proclamee.  Ces  derniers  cas  sont  groupSs  avec  les 
acquittements  dans  la  computation  des  pourcentage*.

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II  resulte  de  ce  tableau  que  Ic  pourccntagc  ilcs  condamnations,  par  rapport 
aux  accusations,  s'^tablit  dans  les  pro'S'inces  ainsi  qu'il  suit:  I'lle  du  Prince- 
Edouard  compte  3-12  pour  cent  d'acquittemcnts;  dans  le  Manitoba,  la  Saskat- 
chewan, le  Yukon,  Quebec  et  Ontario,  les  acquittements  varient  de  14-39  a 
18-96  pour  cent;  enfin  au  Nouveau-Brunswick,  en  Colombie  Britannique,  en 
Nouvelle-Ecosse  et  en  Alberta,  cette  proportion  oscille  entre  23-80  et  29-73 
pour  cent. 

Au  point  de  vue  de  la  criniinalite  par  province,  une  computation  des  donnees 
statistiques,  couvrant  une  p6riode  de  cinq  ans,  revele  que  la  province  d'Ontario 
tient  la  tete  avec  une  moyenne  de  297  par  100,000  habitants,  I'Alberta  arrivant 
deuxieme  avec  272.  En  1915,  cette  derniere  province  avait  battu  tons  les 
records,  avec  le  chiffre  formidable  de  464  par  100,000  habitants.  L'lle  du  Prince- 
Edouard  et  le  Nouveau-Brunswick  occupent  le  rang  le  plus  favorable  avec  une 
moyenne  respective  de  26  et  86,  suivis  par  la  Nouvelle-Ecosse  et  Quebec,  avec 
143  et  160.  Pour  I'ensemble  du  Canada  le  pourcentage  des  condamnations  par 
100,000  habitants,  qui  ^tait  de  260  en  1915,  descendit  a  189  en  1917, 
pour  remonter  a  214  I'ann^e  suivante,  et  retomber  a  208  en  1919. 

On  trouvera  dans  le  tableau  suivant,  pour  chaque  province  et  pour  le  pays 
entier,  les  proportions  par  100,000  habitants  des  condamnations  pour  crimes 
et  delits  graves,  prononcees  pendant  les  cinq  annees  1915-19.

Si  Ton  di\ase  les  criminels  entre  urbains  et  ruraux,  on  voit  qu'en  1919,  16,305 
personnes  condamnees  pour  crimes  et  d61its  justiciables  d'un  jury  habit aient 
dans  les  cites  et  les  villes,  tandis  ciue  2,051  vivaient  dans  les  campagnes;  dans 
40  cas  ce  renseignement  manque.  La  population  des  cites  et  des  villes  de  plus 
de  1,000  habitants,  telles  qu'elle  resulte  du  recensement  de  1911,  etait  de  3.009",896 
habitants  ou  41-8  pour  cent  de  la  population  totale;  par  consequent,  d'apres 
ces  chiffres,  la  criminalite  urbaine  en  1919  representait  88  pour  cent.  L'augmen- 
tation  de  la  population  urbaine  depuis  1911  reduirait  probablement  quelque  peu 
cette  proportion,  mais  il  est  indiscutable  que  c'est  dans  les  citfe  et  les  villes  que 
se  commet  le  plus  grand  nombre  des  crimes  qui  sont  d^couverts. 

Si  Ton  veut  connaitre  les  metiers  et  occupations  des  condamnes,  on  apprend 
que  les  condamnations  pour  crimes  et  delits  parmi  la  classe  agricole  (comprenant 
aussi  les  mineurs,  les  pecheurs  et  les  bucherons)  qui  etaient  au  nombre  de  1,152 
en  1918  sont  tombees  a  966  en  1919,  soit  une  diminution  de  186,  egale  a  0-6  pour 
cent  de  la  totality  des  condamnations  pour  toutes  causes  prononcees  en  1918, 
au  lieu  de  5  •  6  pour  cent  en  1919.  Dans  la  classe  du  commerce  et  des  transports, 
elles  sont  pass^es  de  1,813  a  1,965,  soit  de  10-4  a  10-7  pour  cent  du  total  des 
condamnations  pendant  les  annees  1918  et  1919.  Dans  le  monde  des  domes- 
tiques  et  serviteurs  elles  sont  descendues  de  1,866  ou  10-7  pour  cent  a  1,608  ou 
8  ■  8  pour  cent  du  total  des  condamnations.    Chez  les  industriels  et  les  emploj'^s 
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des  industries,  elles  ont  subi  une  augmentation,  montant  de  1,214  ou  7-6  pour 
cent  a  1,424  ou  7-7  pour  cent.  Parmi  les  carrieres  liberales  les  condamnations 
sont  descendues  de  359  ou  2  0  pour  cent  a  315  ou  1-7  pour  cent.

En  ce  qui  concerne  le  sexe,  les  rapports  indiquent  que  sur  le  total  des  con- 
damnations  en  1919,  16,161  ont  frappe  des  hommes  et  jeunes  gens,  contre  14,871 
en  1918,  soit  une  augmentation  de  1,290,  tandis  que  2,235  s'appliquent  a  des 
femmes  ou  filles,  au  lieu  de  2,499  en  1918,  soit  une  diminution  de  264.

II  rfeulte  de  ces  chiffres  que  les  buveurs  moderes,  quoique  variant  leurs 
habitudes  de  temps  en  temps,  n'ont  pas  beaucoup  change,  dans  I'ensemble.  La 
catcgorie  des  ivrognes  inveteres  est  tombee  de  40  pour  cent  du  total  des  condam- 
nations  a  moins  de  7  pour  cent  pendant  cette  periode,  tandis  que  la  categorie 
"non  indiquee"  et  celle  des  moderes  ont  subi  des  variations  considerables,  et 
pr^sentent  une  augmentation  sensible.

En  1918 
ces  chiffres  avaient  ete:  celibataires  59-5;  maries  25-7;  veufs  et  veuves  1-5 
pour  cent.  Ces  proportions  different  tres  peu  de  celles  constat^es  vingt  ou  trente 
ans  auparavant. 

La  CRIMINALITY;  PARMI  LA  JEUNESSE. 

En  analysant  cette  phase  du  sujet  on  decouvre  une  situation  fort  inquietante, 
qui  necessite  un  examen  approfond'.  II  resulte  des  rapports  des  trois  dernieres 
annees  que  plus  de  vingt  pour  cen^  des  crimes  ont  ^te  commis  par  des  enfants 
au-dessous  cle  16  ans.  En  remontant  plus  haut,  les  statistiques  nous  indiquent 
que,  pendant  la  periode  ecoulee  entre  1884  et  1891,  cette  moyenne  n'etait  que 
de  13-64  pour  cent  et  qu'en  1899,  elle  s'elevait  a  16-38  pour  cent.

Quoique  cette  categoric,  dans  son  ensemble,  semble  en  decroissance,  il 
convient  de  remarquer  que  deux  delits  au  moins  presentent  une  augmentation 
considerable  sur  I'annee  precedente,  ce  sont  les  attentats  a  la  pudeur  et  les 
violations  des  lois  fiscalcs.  Dans  le  premier  les  accusations  ont  augmente  de 
61  et  les  condamnation.s  de  30  pour  cent;  dans  le  second  cas,  I'augmentation 
d^passe  mille  pour  cent,  tant  au  point  de  vue  des  accusations  que  des  condamna- 
tions. Ceci  s'explique  aisement  comme  etant  la  consequence  des  lois  sur  la 
prohibition  recemment  edictees.  Depuis  I'existence  de  la  prohibition  les  alambics 
illicites  sont  decouverts  par  douzaines,  tandis  qu'autrefois  lorsqu'on  pouvait 
se  procurer  de  I'alcool  aisement,  il  n'etait  pas  necessaire  d'employer  de  semblables 
moyens.  Dans  tous  les  autres  cas.  on  constate  une  diminution,  a  I'exception 
des  violations  de  domicile. 

Sur  les  18.396  personnes  condamnees  en  1919,  pour  crimes  et  delits  justi- 
ciables  d'un  jury,  5,053  le  furent  avec  option  d'ameiide,  soit  une  diminution  de 
53  sur  les  chiffres  de  1918;  4,376  ont  ete  envoyees  en  prison  pour  une  duree 
inferieure  a  deux  ans,  soit  une  diminution  de  309;  978  ont  ete  condamnees  au 
penitencier  pour  des  periodes  de  deux  a  cinq  ans,  soit  une  augmentation  de  277 
sur  les  chiffres  de  1918;  229  pour  des  periodes  de  cinq  ans  et  plus,  soit  une  aug- 
mentation de  44;  7  a  la  detention  perpetuelle  au  lieu  de  4  en  1918;  678  dans  les 
maisons  de  correction,  nombre  egal  a  celui  de  Fan  dernier;  28  condamnations 
a  mort  ont  ete  prononcees  en  1919,  soit  8  de  plus  qu'en  1918;  enfin  7,047  per- 
sonnes ont  beneficie  d'un  sursis,  avec  ou  sans  cautionnement,  ce  nombre  excedant 
de  438  celui  de  I'annee  precedente. 

Un  condamne  a  mort  s'est  suicide.  Dans  un  cas  d'homicide  involontaire, 
oil  la  sentence  avait  ete  suspendue,  un  nouveau  proces  fut  ordonne  par  la  cour 
d'Appel.    La  peine  du  fouet  fut  appliquee  dans  26  cas,  dont  2  pour  viol,-  2  pour 
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conimoroe  chariiel,  1  pour  insultos,  1  ]mur  attentat  k  la  pudcur,  1  pour  voies  de 
fait  sur  uae  feniiiie,  1  pour  port  irarincs  illegal  et  1(5  pour  vol.  Dans  quelques 
cas  la  peine  du  fouet  s'ajoutait  a  un  emprisonnement.  Huit  crihiinels  furent 
expulses  du  pays,  et  deux  cas  d'expulsion  etaient  en  suspens  lorsque  les  rapports 
ont  €t6  faits.

16ger  accroissement  d'annee  en  annee.

En  1919,  les  infractions  aux  reglements  municipaux  ont  constitue  35-5  pour 
cent  du  total  des  condamnations  sommaires,  et  dans  cette  classe  de  contraven- 
tions 64  pour  cent,  ou  22-7  pour  cent  du  total  des  condamnations,  concernaient 
des  violations  des  reglements  de  la  voirie.  Au  cours  des  vingt  dernieres  annees, 
cette  categorie  de  contravention  s'est  accrue  plus  rapidement  qu'aucune  des 
autres.  En  1901  il  n'y  avait  eu  que  185  condamnations  pour  infractions  aux 
reglements  sur  la  circulation;  des  1911,  on  en  comptait  5,777  et  en  1919  on 
atteignait  le  chifTre  formidable  de  25,296.  La  vogue  de  I'automobilisme  est  la 
cause  principale  de  ce  surcroit  de  travail  dans  les  cours  de  police. 

Quoique  I'ivresise  ait  decline  entre  1913  et  1918,  les  chiffres  ci-dessus  indi- 
quent  une  augmentation  de  3,191  ou  15-2  pour  cent  dans  les  condamnations 
prononcees  en  1919,  sur  celles  de  I'annee  pr^cedente.  En  ce  qui  concerne  le 
trafic  des  spiritueux,  la  situation  en  1919  n'a  guere  varie,  car  il  n'y  eut  que  89 
condamnations  de  moins  qu'en  1918.

II  a  ete  fait  remise  des  amendes  dans  168  cas.  La  duree  des  emprisonne- 
ments  a  et6  rMuite  dans  2  cas,,et,  dans  2  autres  cas,  remise  a  ete  faite  de  la  peine 
du  fouet.  Parmi  les  prisonniers  relaches,  485  etaient  dans  les  penitenciers,  356 
dans  les  maisons  de  correction  et  461  dans  les  prisons.

Trente-neuf  condamnes,  ayant  d6ja  ben^fici^  de  la  liberation  condition- 
nelle ont  re9u  leur  grace  entiere,  c'est-^-dire  8  de  plus  que  I'ann^e  pr^cedente. 
6  condamnations  a  mort  prononc^es  contre  des  liommes  ont  6te  commutes  en 
prison  perp^tuelle;  enfin  une  femme  condamn^e  a  mort  a  vu  sa  peine  commuee 
en  douze  ans  de  prison.
